New York, April 11.—Failure of 
thea United States to ratify the 
peace treaty and join the league of 
nations has made us regarded 
abroad as “a race of quitters,” 
while “opr professions of idealism 
and disinterestedness are marked 
down for sham and hypocrisy,” Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick, who recently re- 
signed as undersecretary general 
of the league of nations, declared 
here tonight. Mr. Fosdick, who ar- 
rived here yesterday on the steaim- 
ship Baltic, has spent the last month 
in London and Paris, finishing up 
his work in connection with the 
organization of the league. 

U. 8S. Isolation Complete. 

“Our isolation is complete, ana 
we face the rest of the world in 
alliance,” he asserted. “It is foolish 
to assume that the situation has. no 
elements of danger for us. Our po- 
sition is one of peril, a fact that 
is evidently realized in Washing- 
ton, judging from the plans that are 
being made for the biggest navy in 
the world. The price of our isola- 
tion will be armament. 

“For it must not be forgotten 
that the ghastly business in Wash- 
ington has left us without a friend 
anywhere. All that we won durmg

Railroad Managers Are 
Trying to Get Food 


Trains Into the Great - 


City—Gompers Says 
Men Have Grievance, 
But Strike Is Mistake. 


New York, April 11.—Passenger 
service on railroads affected by the 
unauthorized strike of yardmen 
and switchmen, which began three 
days aro, still was demoralized here 
tonight. Freight service was vir- 
tually at a standstill except for an 
irregular movement of perishable 


commodities. 
A call went out from railroad of« 


fices here tonight for volunteers ta 
man freight trains carrying food-« 
stuffs to thecity. It was the opin: 
ion in railroad circles that with 
recruits from diVisions of the lines 
not hampered by the strike, and 
with pensioners, clerks and other 
terminal employees pressed into sery< 
ice for th® emergency, food trains 
could be kept moving in sufficient 
volume to forestall a food famine 
here.

It is known also that staff attor- 
neys at the department have been 


engaged for several days reviewing

STRIKE MISTAKE, 
SAYS GOMPERS; 
RAPS CONGRESS 


Cleveland, Ohio, April 11.—Samuel 
Gompers, president. of the American 
Federation of Labor, whvu arrived 
here today to attend the convention 
of the cigarmakers’ international 
union, expects to confer with the 
chiefs of three transportation 
brotherhoods tomorrow, he said, and 
expects to urge the striking switch- 
men and yardmen to return to work, 
possibly in an address at a mags 
meeting. 

Gompers declared the walkout of 
vardmen 1S a mistake and proinised 
the whole weight of the American 
Fedcration of Labor Influence tv 
support the brotherhoods in their 
struggle with the revolting strik- 
ers, but asserted that the strikers 
“have a grievance” and that it must 
be adjusted without any more de- 
lay. He said he predictea trouble 
at the time the Cummins-Esch bill 
was before congress, and blamed 
congress for bringing the trouble 
on. 

Mr. Gompers expressed confidence 
that the strike soon would ba ended 
and deciared he had no fear of its 
effect on the union labor «:ovement 
generally. 

“The strike is a mistake,” he sgai4. 
“These men don’t realize the mil- 
lennium can not be made iff a day, 
Progress comes only by years of 
perseverance and labor. 

“When their anger is over they 
will realize this and will return: to 
work and to their established or- 
ganizations. This strike has no 
real leadership amd no real plan.” 

Of his support: of tthe railroad 
brotherhoods and established union 
leaders among railroad workers by 
every practical means, Mr. Gompers 
gave emphatic assurance. 

“The full foree of the American 
Federation of Labor is behind 
them,” he said. 

“I saw the trouble coming on,” 
he continued. “I testified at Wash- 
ington it would happen. It was in- 
evitable. It is the protest of the 
men against the effort to legislate 
away their rights. It is men like 
Senator Cumming and Governor 
Allen, of Kansas, who are to blame 
for this situation with their legis- 
lation to deny a man the right to 
quit work to enforce a legitimate 
claim or redress an injury. 

“It is the policy of getting out’ 
injunctions, both prohibitory and 
mandatory, and so keep men at la- 
bor under grievous conditions which 
has brought on this wave of un- 
controHable resentment. 

“It isn’t the brotherhood officials 
or the union leaders. They have 
done all they could, at all times tu 
hold their men within bounds, but 
there are times when human nature 
will assert itself. This is one of 
them.” 

W. G. Lee, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Tratnmen, said 
tonight he would extend Mr. Gompers 
an invitation to address the meeting 
of five local lodges of the trainmen 
when they meet tomorrow after- 
noon. 


NO STRIKE AT 
AT MEMPHIS. 

Memphis, Tenn., April ,1l1— 
Switchmen in Memphis voted at 
meetings this morning and tonight 
not to follow the action of the Chi- 
cago and other railway workers 
throughout the country who have 
walked out in defiance of the or- 
ders of the brotherhood officials. 

The action was taken on receipt 
of the report of a committee of 
members of the brotherhood of 
railway trainmen, representing all 
switchmen employed here by the 
railroads, sent to Chicago to investi- 
gate the strike. The committee ad- 
vised the local men to adhere to 
their contract and predicted that 
the strike of “insurgents” through- 
out the country would be broken in 
three or four days.

Statement of Principles. 

Acceptance of the principles en- | 
unciated in the reply was regarded | 
by political observers here as de- 
termining organized labor’s support | 
of candidates in the November elec- 
tions. These principles include: 

Acceptance of the eight-hour day | 
and the six-day week with Saturday |, 
half holiday. 

tecognition of American wage | 
earners’ right to organize in ac- | 
cordance with their own judgment. | 

Continued exemption of labor or- | 
ganizations from anti-trust laws. 

Acceptance of the right of em- | 
ployers to choose their own repre- 
sentatives from within or without | 
the plant. 

Recognition of the right of em- | 
ployees to strike. 

Abandonment of the use of the 
injunction in labor disputes. 


Establishment of free federal em- 
ployment agencies in the adminis- 


tration of which labor would have 
a voice. 

Payment of such wages as to 
render old age and retirement pen- 
sions unnecessary. 

Equal pay for equal work. 

Minimum age of sixteen years for | 
employment of children. 

Extension of the federal work- 
men’s compensation act to all wage 
earners not protected by state com- 
pensation acts. 

Elimination of company welfare 


and uplift organizations and sub- 

sittution of welfare work as con- 

ducted by labor organizations. 
Other Phases of Situation. 

Other phases of the industrial 
Situation covered by the question- 
naire and labor’s replies include the 
principles of the Kansas court of 
industrial relations, the function of 
the secondary strike ‘or’ boycott, 
right of government employees to 
organize and to strike, establish- 
ment of federal arbitration boards 
and encouragement of thrift among 
Wage earners. 

The general principles in what is 
known as the Kansas court of in- 
dustrial relations law, the § labor 
committee asserted, “are principles 
that are so anti-democratic as to 
be reprehensible in the extreme and 
repugnant to every American con- 

‘cept of justice, freedom and de- 
mocracy.” 

The ‘‘secondary strike” or boy- 
cott, the reply stated, has been re- 
sorted to and will be resorted to 
only when tactics of employers left 
to labor no other course. 

Defending the right of govern- 
ment workers to organize, the la- 
bor committee said the right of 
such workers to strike “should be 
maintained,. but there should never 
be occasion to use it.’

FLOOD 1S SURGING 


New Orleans, April 11.—The 
Mississippi river continued to rise 
slowly today, but no change in the 
prediction for the crest of the flood 
to reach here was made, while from 
Natchez and Vicksburg and other 
up-river points, reports were re- 
ceived of a steady rise and emer- 
gency forces ordered into the field. 

Recording a rise of seven-tenths 
of a foot in the 24 hours, the wate) 
in the Mississippi river reached 48.2 
feet today at Natchez, which is 3 
feet above the flood stage. Barges 
were sent out today to points along 
the levees in the Natchez district 
equipped for any emergency. 
United States Junior Engineer J. G. 
Wrendt returned today from a trip 
over the entire levee system in the 
Natchez district and reported ‘the 
embankments in good condition, and 
said that there was no cause for the 
existing feeling of panic. The back- 
water in the Black river district 
continues to rise slowly, and a large 
area is inundated. 

From Vicksburg a cave-in is re- 
ported at the lower end of a protec- 
tion dike at Ashbrook Neck. This 
dike is a spur built to hold the 
levee and prevent the river break- 
ing trough. Awillow mattress was 
placed over the broken end and the 
caving stopped. There is consider- 
able seepage at several points along 
the leveg, but all are being equipped 
hat sand bags to stop any serious 
eak.

Chicago, April 11.—“There is no' 
more graphic example of cause and | 
effect in industrial history than the 
transportation crisis in America to- 
day.” 
Vice President A. F. Whitney, of | 
the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men thus prefaced his analysis of | 


' the “outlaws” railroad strike here 


tonight. | 

He then, for the first time, gave | 
the entire “inside” story of the , 
strike and told why, though the | 
brotherhoods are fighting the | 


| strike, the movement has been able | 


to spread with the rapidity and | 
paralyzing effect of a tornado, | 
without centralized leadership or | 
union sanction, until a great part | 
of the country Is affected. 

He also told why it is that the 
powerful brotherhood find \them- 
selves with a serious fight for life | 
on their hands, when the “insur- 
gents” leaders, without any par- 
ticular strength, have succeeded in 
touching off tinder forest of indus- 
trial discontent. 

High Prices Responsible. 

“The strike was made possible 
because the federal] government has | 
allowed profiteers to boost prices 
of food, clothing and shelter,” he 
said. “The men are finding them- 
selves utterly incapable of making 
their wages stretch to meet costs. 

“There~is the genesis of the 
strike. 

“The yard conductors today are 
getting $5.30 for eight hours work. 
Brakemen are getting $5, and 
switch tenders, $4. 

“We have been working to give 
them the increases that are so nec- 
essary if they are to live and keep 
their families together. We are 
asking $7.20 for yard conductors, 
$6.90 for brakemen, and $5 for 
switch tenders. We have heen 
working through the machinery of 
the Cummins-Esch act. Progress 
has been slow because of the non- 
appointment of the railroad board. 

“Naturally the men have right- 
eous complaints. 

“Then come a group of oppor- 


tunists, led by John Grunau, of 
the Chicago Yardmen’s association, 
and they take advantage of this. A 
psychologica! moment, if there ever 
was one, to spring a strike, which, 
as far as these leaders is concerned 
is based on utterly selfish motives 
and a desire to wreck the brother- 
hoods and to supplant them by one 
big railroad union scheme, which 
years ago, failed. 
Grunau Serves Notice. 

‘“Grunau served notice on me De- 
cember 9 that if the brotherhoods 
did not call a strike or force the 
issue and bring about a settlement 
by January 1; he would institute a 
new organization to wreck the 
brotherhood. He started to organ- 
iz@ in January on the Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul road, on which 
he works. , 

“He went around saying that if 
the boys would give him a 75 per 
cent organization he would have 
a force strong enough to bring 
home the bacon if he had to starve 
the country to get the pay in- 
creases, 

“Grunau was a yard foreman or 
conductor, running a work train 
into Chicago. On Apri) 1 the road 
added two coaches and supplanted 
him with a road conductor, under 
the rules of the brotherhood of 
which hg is a member. Between 8 
and 10 o'’clock Grunau’' appeared 
before the general managers and 
said that if he was not reinstated 
by 3:30 m. he would call a 
strike. He agreed to wait, but at 
12:28 p. m. he appeared again and 
said he would give the managers 
two minutes to reinstate him. The 
men walked out at 12:30 p. m. 

“The next day, April 2, the press 
reports came out regarding the 
trouble in Washington in the pre- 
liminary wage committee appointed 
by the president. This played di- 
rectly into Grunau’s hands, and the 
wage demands were boosted and 
the strike spread. 

“The brotherhoods have no sym- 
pathy with these men who are 
holding out promises that they 
eannot fulfill to the workers, but 
we all have the greatest concern 
for the plight of the railroad work- 
ers who are grabbing at this false 
straw as a means of getting wages 
that will meet the demands made 
on them.
